PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December,  1968. 

It  is  with  much  regret  and  a sense  of  loss  that  the  untimely  death  of 
Mr,  0.  R,  N.  Hoskins,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  many  years  to  the 
Borough  of  Aberystwyth  is  recorded.  Though  in  recent  years  his  health  had 
been  indifferent,  Mr,  Hoskins  did  not  spare  himself  in  his  work,  and  his  de- 
tailed knowledge  of  the  town  was  a great  asset,  and  had  a determining 
influence  on  public  health  policy  in  the  Borough.  We  are  indeed  fortunate 
that  the  high  standards  set  by  Mr.  Hoskins  in  the  field  of  public  health  will 

be  maintained  and  furthered  in  the  future  by  Mr.  D.  M.  Lewis,  his  successor. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  1968  was  one  hundred  and 

twenty-nine,  representing  an  increase  of  twenty-five  over  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year.  There  was  one  registered  stillbirth,  one  baby  died  during  the 
first  week  of  life,  and  one  baby  died  after  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  life, 
but  before  the  end  of  the  first  month  of  life.  One  infant  was  registered  as 
having  died  after  the  end  of  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  and  before  reaching 
the  first  birthday.  No  woman  died  as  a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or 
abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight,  an  in- 
crease of  five  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  Seventy-two  people 
died  of  heart  disen.se,  thirty-one  of  ’stroke1  and  twenty-six  of  cancer. 

There  were  no  unusual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  1968. 

Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  but  no  person  died  of  the 


disease. 
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In  1965  a proposal  to  inquire  into  the  alleged  abuse  of  antibiotics 
in  animals  and  poultry  was  made  (Anderson  and  Lewis)  and  this  proposal 
received  the  support  of  two  editorials  in  the  British  Medical  J<<urnal  during 
that  year.  Soon  afterwards  the  Nether thorpe  Committee  representing  the 
Medical  Research  Council  and  the  Agricultural  Research  Council  recommended 
that  an  inquiry  should  be  made  into  the  use  of  antibiotics  in  livestock,  and 
this  recommendation  was  accepted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  in  1967. 

professor  M.  M.  Swann,  F.R.S.,  the  Principal  and  Vice-Chancellor  of 
Edinburgh  University  was  nominated  as  chairman  of  this  review  tody  whose 
terms  uf  reference  were  Mto  obtain  information  ab-ut  the  present  and  pros- 
pective use  of  antibiotics  in  animal  husbandry  and  veterinary  medicine,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  phenomenon  of  infective  drug  resistance,  to  con- 
sider the  implications  for  animal  husbandry  and  also  for  human  and  animal 
health,  and  to  make  recommendations” , 

The  recommendations  of  the  Swann  review  tody  are  awaited  with  great 
interest  for  they  will  be  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  field  of  human 
health.  Especial  significance  will  be  attached  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
case  for  prohibiting  the  systemic  admini stratton  of  chloramphenicol, 
ampicillin  and  neomycin  to  livestock  is  upheld,  since  preservati.-n  of 
sensitivity  to  these  antibiotics  is  vital  to  human  health. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  a portion  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  will  be  found  in 
the  following  pages.

Alderman  and  Members  of  the  Aberystwyth  Borough  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I sutmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  .Department  during  the  year  1968. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death  in  July  of  this  year,  of 
Mr.  0.  R.  H.  Hoskius,  who  had  been  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for 
the  Borough  for  eighteen  years. 

The  high  standard  achieved  in  Public  Health  administration  and  en- 
forcement within  the  Borough  over  this  period  is  a monument  to  his 
efficiency:  the  staff  lost  a good  friend  and  colleague. 

During  the  year  eighty- ei git  three  bedroomed  houses  were  completed  on 
the  Penybont  East  Site,  together  with  fifteen  houses  for  sale;  a summary 
of  the  present  housing  applicants  is  contained  in  the  report. 

Perusal  of  the  report  will  show  the  variety  of  work  carried  out"  I 
would  like  to  emphasize  that  without  the  willing  assistance  of  the  staff, 
the  standard  expected,  could  not  have  been  achieved.

INTERNATIONAL  HEALTH 


The  International  Sanitary  Regulations  (World  Health  Regs  No.  2)  to  which 
Great  Britain  is  a signatory  power,  require  the  certification  of  international 
vaccine.tion  and  inoculation  documents  for  persons  living  within  the  Borough 
and  proceeding  to  overseas  destinations.  One  Hundred  and  forty-four 
certificates  were  authenticated  in  the  prescribed  manner  for  this  purpose. 
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FACTORIES  ACTS,  19.37-1961 


There  are  sixty- two  factories  registered  in  the  Borough,  fifty-eight  are 
power  operated  and  four  non-power.  Responsibility  for  the  supervision  of 
power  operated  factories  is  vested  in  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National 
Service,  except  for  the  provision  of  sanitary  accommodation.  In  the  non-power 
factories  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible  for  matters  concerned  with 
cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors  and 
sanitation.  The  Factory  Inspector  notified  two  changes  of  occupation  during 
the  year. 

The  Factory  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  notifies  the  existence  of  building 
operations  and  works  of  engineering  construction  in  order  that  the  Council  may 
enforce  the  requirements  of  Section  7 of  the  Act,  relating  to  sanitary 
conveniences  on  those  sites  or  places  of  work,  and  in  this  connection  one  c <m- 
munication  was  received.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  provision  of  sanitary 
accommodation  for  persons  employed  on  building  or  engineering  work,  or  indeed 
on  any  project,  is  essential.

CARAVAN  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

During  this  year  one  holiday  camp,  which  has  been  established  fo.r  many 
years,  was  licensed  by  this  Authority.  The  owners  have  been  very  co-operative 
and  any  requests  from  the  Department  have  been  immediately  complied  with. 

This  site,  the  Aberystwyth  H lidny  Camp,  is  licensed  to  pr  vide  accommodati  n 
for  two  hundred  and  twenty- eight  vans.  This  number  includes  touring  caravans, 
holiday  caravans  and  twenty-fciur  permanent  residential  vans. 


LICENSED  VICTUALLING  AND  CLUPS 


It  has  been  the  practice  in  the  B r ugh  for  many  years  to  prepare  a 
report  annually  for  the  Licensing  Magistrates.  This  rep  rt  is  presented  to 
the  Licensing  Justices  who  insist  as  a c>  nditi>n  of  the  licence  that  any 
defects  found  rnusu  be  remedied  within  a tine  limit  specified  by  them. 

Over  the  years  a high  percentage  of  the  local  licensed  premises  have 
been  modernised  and  provided  with  new  blocks  of  sanitary  conveniences.  This 
has  resulted  in  a very  high  standard  being  achieved  in  all  licensed  premises 
and  clubs  within  the  Borough. 


SEWERAGE  AID  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Twenty-  <ne  dwellings  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 

The  c -ope rati,  n of  the  Aberaeron  Rural  District  Council,  wh  permit 
their  special  vehicle  tv>  empty  cesspools  in  the  B rough  on  a repayment  basis, 
is  acknowledged  and  it  provides  a very  necessary  facility. 
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SCRAP  H5TAL  DEALERS  ACT 


Three  persons  have  been  registered  in  the  R r ugh  and  are,  therefore, 
authorised  dealers  in  scrap  netal  in  the  area.  Registers  are  inspected 
annually  and  to  date  no  contravention  has  been  found.

SWA  MING  ARP  PADDLING  POOLS 


Hie  only  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough  is  owned  by  the  University  College 
of  Wales,  Aberystwyth,  and  its  use  is  restricted  to  students,  College  staff 
and  families,  and  during  tern  tine  this  facility  is  extended  to  cover  pupils 
of  the  local  Grammar  School,  Secondary  Modern  Sell  1 and  the  College  of 
Further  Education.  The  standard  uf  naintenance  and  cleanliness  is  very  high. 

The  Council  owns  a paddling  puol  on  the  pr.  nenade  and  tliis  is 
nechaniceXLy  filled  with  sea  water  and  emptied  by  gravity.  The  pu  1 is  very 
popular  with  children  and  refilled  daily  with  sea- water  which  is  chi.  rinated. 

During  the  season  thirty  sonnies  were  taJken,  and  if  a result  indicated 
that  extra  chlorination  was  necessary,  the  water  was  changed  immediately. 
Continual  sampling  guarranteed  a sale  pool  for  young  children.
